Firſt, that by the advice of the Gopernour of the Towne,the Yice-Chancellour of the Univerſity, andthe Major-of the 
City, the names of all the men who are lnhabitancs,or Reſidents cither in the (Lnivegſicy, or Ciry., or Suburbs thereof, 
being above the age of Sixteen, andunder theage of Sixty, be,as exactly asthey can, rakeninto.a Roll of paper, and che le- 
verall Parithes and places, where they dwell,be expreſled in that Roll with all the [peed they can. 

Secondly, Fhat the generall Roll being thus made up, rhey bedivided into fix ſeverall parts,by the advice aforeſaid, 
and the {ame being ſo divided every fixch part be ſer into a ſeverall Roll. 

- Thirdly, Thatevery fi part be appointed toatrend the Works of the Fortifications, one day in every week., untill 
the whole Work be fully finiſhed ar{uch place or places, and.in ſuch manner as Colonell/Lloyd hall appoint, who hath 
the care of the Fortifications. 

* Fourtbly, Thar they ſhall in every week begin at ſix ofthe clockinthe morning, and continue untill eleven before

Eigbtly, Thatthe Gentlemen before mentioned.conferrewith the Governour, Sberiffe of the County, and Major ofthe 
Citty, that Spades, Shovells,Mattocks,Hand-barrowes, Wheele-barrowes, and ali other cooles neceſlary for the Work be 
provided,and delivered cothem who are touſcthem,, and ddivered again ſafely roche owners, whenthe Work ſhall be

Ninthly, Thatif any fhall be found to-negleR either-to perform the work, or paythe monyesin ſuch-ſortas afore- 

faid, the Gentlemen truſted, as aforefajd,ſhall certifie the Gover#our of the Defaulters,that they. may beproceeded againſt
